a! Lords, who fpoke Z.dB... 
has {poke fo fully and fo Speech, 
‘ well in Favour of a Standing Army, that if it were pofhi- 
“ble to convince me that a Standing Army is confiftent with 
“the Liberties of any Country, that noble Duke would 
‘have done it; I fhould even be afraid to rife up to offer 
any thing in anfwer to what he has fo well faid upon that 
Subje&t, if it were not that I think myfelf under a Necei- 
‘ fity of giving your Lordfhips fome Reafon for my voting, 
‘as I fhall do in the important Queftion ‘now betore us. 
Nums, XXXII. ‘Twas 
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‘I was glad, Ady Lords, to hear that noble Duke allow, 
that the Militia of the Kingdom migit be put upon fuch 
a Footing, as to be ufeful for our mee: This I fhould 
be glad to fee done, becaufe I think it the only Defence, 
next to our Fleet, which we can with any Safety truft to; 
and as there is no Man more capable than he, for putting 
us in a Way of making our Militia ufeful, I with he would 
give us his Thoughts upon that Subjeét; I am fure there 
is nothing he can offer but what will be well received and 
readily agreed to. As to the Expence of keeping our Mi- 
litia under a proper Difcipline, 1 do not think that it is of 
any Confideration in the prefent Queftion ; if it fhould a- 
mount to a great deal more than what we now pay for 
mamtaining our Regular Army, it would be an Argument 
of no Weight withme againft the Scheme, for I am fure, if 
the Expence were greater, our Power would be rendered 
in Proportion much more extenfive, and our Liberties much 
more fecure. | 
© Tf, My Lords, the Militia were to be put upon a proper 
and aright Footing, if they were to be put upon fucha 
Footing as to be really ufeful for the Defence of the Coun- 
try, it is not to be fuppofed that the People would grum- 
ble at any Charge or Inconvenience they were put to upon 
fuch a neceflary and reafonable Account. [he many 
Loads they have quietly fubmitted to of late Years, fhew 
us, that they are not apt to grumble, when they are con- 
vinced of the Reafon of the Thing ; but at prefent they 
know, that the Militia are of no publick Ufe, they know 
that the drawing them out to Exercife, tends to no End 
but that of putting Money in the Pockets of the Off- 
cers, and therefore they grumble when they find them- 
felves put to any Expence upon fuch an unprofitable Ac- 


count. 


‘ Tho’ the Militia of the Kingdom be under the Com- 
mand of the King, tho’ their Officers be all named by 
the King, yet under fuch a military Force, our Liberties 
muft be fafe: The Militia of the Kingdom are the Peo-. 
ple of the Kingdom, and it is impoffible to make ufe of 
the People for oppreffing the Liberties of the People; but 
a Standing Army of regular Forces foon begin to look 
upon themfelves as a Body feparate and diftinct 
from the People; and if the People in general neglect the 
ufe of Arms, and truft entirely to fuch a military Force 
* for their Defence, the King, who has the abfolute Com 
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‘ mand over them, may eafily fall upon Ways and Means 
‘to make ufe of them for opprefling the Liberties of the Peo- 
‘ple; by granting particular Favours to fuch a military 
Force, and by preferving the Affetions of a few Men bred. 
up to Arms and military Difcipline, he may do what- 
ever he pleafes with the Multitude, who have neither 
Arms in their Hands, nor any Knowledge how to ufe them 
if they had. What the noble Duke faid, as to Auxilia- 
ries, is moft certainly true, thofe who truft entirely to Auxt 
liaries for their Defence muft always be Slaves to thofe 
in whom they put their Truft: It is, AZ Lords, for this 
very Reafon that I am againft a Standing Army ; for it 
holds equally true of a Standing Army of our own Subjects, 
as of an Army of Foreign Auxiliaries; whoever trufts his 
Defence to any thing but himfelf, muft be a Slave to that 
in which he puts his Truft; and whatever People put their. 
whole Truft in a Standing Army even of their own Sub- 
jects, will foon come to be as great Slaves as the People wha 
put their Truft in an Army of Foreign Troops; and 
Mafters may be different, but the Slavery is the fame, and 
will be equally grievous. 
‘I believe it never was faid, that a Standing Army is 
the only Method by which an Arbitrary Power may be 
eftablifhed ; there are, without doubt, other Means by which 
it may be eftablifhed, but I am fure that it can never be 
long fupported without a Standing Army. By a political 
and cunning Adminiftration the People may be cheated 
out of their Liberties; by fome fpecious Pretence or ano- 
ther, that may be induced to give up all thofe Barriers, 
which are the Defence and the Proteétion of their Liber- 
ties and Privileges, but the Fraud will at laft be difco- 
vered, and as foon as it is, the Veople will refume their 
ancient Privileges, if there be no new fort of Power efta- 
blifhed for prote€ting the Arbitrary Government againft 
any fuch Refumption, which Power can never confift in 
i na: elfe but a Standing Army of fome kind or 
er, 

“ A Standing Army mutt therefore, My Lords, be of dan- 
* gerous Confequence to the Liberties of every Country. In 
‘ fome free Countries there may be at leaft a Shew of Rea- 
* fon for their fubmitting to fuch a Danger, but in this Country 
* there cannot be fo much as a Shew of Reafon; we have a 
* Fleet fuperior to that of any of our Neighbours, and we 


* know how difficult it is for any of our Neightoans Ge 
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vade us with a confiderable Force ; fuch Defigns mutt al- 
wavs be difcovered long before they can be ready for Exe- 
cution ; and as long as we preferve a fupcrior Fleet, we 
fhall always have it in our Power to prevent the Exe- 
cution of any fuch Defign ; but granting that they fhould 
by any ftrange Fatality or Negligence, efcape our Fleets 
at Sea, yet ftill we fhould have Time to prepare for their 
Reception ; if our Militia be always kept in good Order,. 
and under a proper Difcipline, they wul be fufficient ‘for 
our Defence againft any Power that can be broucht againft 
us, as lone as the King is poffefled of the Affections of 
the People in general, and thofe he can never lofe fo rea- 
dily as by defpifing the People, and trufting entirely to his 
Standing Army. 


_ © As for thofe fmall Invafions which the noble Duke was 


pleafed to mention, what, tho’ they had landed, what 
would have been the Confequence? I hope, A%y Lords, it 
is not to be imagined, notwithftanding the contemptible 
State to which our ,Militia has been by Neglect reduced, 
that this Country is to be conquered by fix or feven thou-_ 
fand Men. Even the late King William, tho’ he had efca- 
ped the Enxg/i/h Fleet, where it is fuppofed he had a good 
many Friends, tho’ he had double that Number of Men, 
and tho’ he got all his Troops fafely, and without Oppofi- 
tion, Janded.upon the Exel Shore, yet, AZ Lords, upon 
his feeing fo few come in to join him upon his firft Land- 
ing, he was very near going off again. It is not an eafy 
Matter to bring about a Revolution againft an eftablifhed 
Government ; but it is ftill much more difficult to come 
in as Conquerors, and pretend to fubdue fuch a powerful 
and populous Country as this is. And if the great King 
William, who came to relieve us from Slavery and Op- 
prefhon, who brought along with him fo great an Army 
and fo powerful a Flect; if he, I fay, was fo doubtful of 


Succefs upon his firft landing, what have we to fear from 


any {mall Jnvafion? Surely from fuch, the Nation can 
never have any thing to fear, whatever fuch a Govern- 
ment as that of King “fames’s was, may have to fear from 
fuch {mall Invafions encouraged, called in, and. fupported 
by the Generality of our People at home. This is a ‘Cafe 
which, I hope, never will again happen ; it is a Cafe againft 
which we are not to provide, and for thefe Reafons I fhall 
be for agreeing to the Redu¢tion propofed. As 
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¢ Asto our Armies not being obliged to obey any but le- 


‘gal Orders, I do not know, My Lords, whether it be fo 


‘or not; but in my Opinion the noble Duke has given us 
‘a good Hint for an Amendment to the Bill; this Word, 
‘ Legal, ought certainly to be put in, and then in cafe of 
‘any Difobedience to fuch Orders, a Council of War would 
‘certainly have it in their Power to examine firit into the 
‘Legality of the Orders given, as to which there may be 
‘fome Doubt, as the Bill ftands at prefent; it may be at 
‘leat alledged, that as the Bill now ftands, the Council of 
‘War would be obliged to pafs Sentence againtt the Soldiers 
for Mutiny, whatever they might afterwards do with the 
‘ Officer who gave the illegal Orders,

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merous, and in all Probability they will be referved for the 
Kindred, or for the AdZinions of the Minion. Now and then 
it may happen, that fome will be difpofed on to thofe, who, 
tho’ they hate and are hated, defpife and are defpifed, yet to 
fhare in the Plunder of the Publick, will labour to prop him 
in hisunweildy Grandure, and forward his Schemes however 
wild and pernicious. 
But in Reality, moft of thofe great Offices of State, fo 
much envy’d and fought after by the unpractifed and am- 
bitious Man, are not only few in Number, but they are fo 
far from being profitable, that they are really an Incumbrance 
to the generous Spirit, by the Attendance they require; an 
Affliction to the Avaricious, by compelling him to a more 
fumptuous and expenfive manner of Living. That there is 
no, or little, | rofit arifing from thefe Employments, I dare 
appeal to thbie. noble Lords, who formerly have, or do now 
enjoy them. If the Accounts of the State of England inform 
s rightly, the Salary of the Lord Prefident is 2000]. per 
Ann of tha Lord Privy Seal, 1500; of the Mafter Ge- 
neral of the Ordnance 1500. The Wages and Board Wa- 
ges of the Lord Steward amount to 1460. Of the Lord 
Chamberlain torz00. Of the Treafurer of the Houfhold 
to 1696. Of the Comptroller to rogz. Of the Captain of 
the Band of Penfioners, of the Captain of the Yeoman of 
the Guard, of the Lords of the Bed-chamber, to each 1000 
per Ann. Thev who poflefS thefe State Offices, are gene- 
rally Men of hich Birth and great Eftates. To imagine 
that the Salaries of fuch are enlar zed when we are fo loaded 
with Zaxet, and over-whelmed with Debts, would be faucily 
accufing the prefent difereet Management of the Minifter, 
with Indifcretion and Profution, and therefore not to be fup-- 
pofed ; and to intimate, that thefe noble Lords receive any 
Profit by thofe honourable Employments, but what arifes 
from their down Salaries, were a Derogation to their Ho- 
nour, and therefore not to fuppofe; and then let any one 
judge, how likely thefe high Stations are to enrich them.

creafing their Riches, by bafcly fubmitting to the Dictates of 
an infolent, perhaps indifcreet Miniiter, who are and muff 
be difappointed ?

(by which they are better enabled to pay their Rents ) and 
and living at Home frugally, but fociably and hofpitably 
too, would not have endeared him more to his Neighbours, 
and have kept more Money in his Purfe, than his Employ- 
ment has put into it. | | 
_ Should the Eftate be creater than what is mentioned, the 
Poor is by fo much more inexcufable, fhould he be influ- 
tnced by Bribe or Penfion. 

It may be objected, that Gentlemen of moderate For- 
tunes, and who feek not lreferment, are however obliged 
toan Attendance of Parliament, and. are alfo compelled to 
© at great Expence by living in London. It is allowed. The 
Urport of this Letter is not to extol thofe worthy Men, 
who lincerely and difintere‘tedly ferve their Country, and 
adhere to jts excellent Conftitution in Church and State, 
Not to defcribe the Comfort fuch feel in their Minds, by a 
fithful and honeft Difcharge of the Truft repofed in them, 
2 Comfort more valuable than all the Wealth of the /ndres, 
hor to take notice how obvidus is the Refpeét and Obfer- 


"ance paid to them, not only by Men of real Honour, but 
even 
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even by the Time-ferver, by the infolent Man in Offed. 
This would be the honeft Subject of a noble Panegyric, 

At prefent I would only defire that pernicious Creature, 
who is wholly devoted to Se/f-/ntere/?, who properly is only 
the Reprefentative of his own Family, not ef his Country, 
take this into his ferious Confideration ; that the Man in Office 
is Jaid under much greater Expences, than the real Patriot, 
His Atterldance of his Employment requires a long Refidence 
in London, A larger Houte, richer Furniture, a more nu- 
merous Ketinue,a gayer Equipage, as the Confequentof his 
Place, by an Addition to his Income, and yet that Addition 
is far from being an Equivalent to the Expence. And let me 
add another Confideration, it may be little regarded, but fe- 
verely felt; the many Birth-Day Cloaths for the Man in 
Place, for Madam, for Miffes, for the young "Squire, and 
perhaps, for the new Equipage and Liveries.

Be far from me fuch — 
naughty Thoughts, But really nothing can be more ria- 
eulous, than to fee a decayed, overgrown, unwieldy Dame > 
fhoving and wadling thro’ a Circle of the Beautiful, the 
Spnghtly, and the Young, to their Diverfion to her inward 
Confufion, yet ftill the goes’; who, were reputably, and more 
profitably too, would have employed her Time in her Do- 
meftick Affairs in the Country, had not her Husband’s Am- 
bition tempted him to fell his Honour for Money, and his 
Folly led him to part with that Money to fupply her Vanity. 

Nor is it my Intention to divert Gentlemen of Fortune 
and Abilities from offering their Service to F ellow-Subjects, 
to reprefent their Senfe of Attairs in Parliament. Its their 
Duty foto do. Men of Senfe will not be mifled, Aden of 
Honour will neither be awed nor corrupted. While we com 
mit ourfelves to their Conduét, we are fafe. And however 
grievous the Complaints are of the Iniquity of the Time

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But to what Purpofe are thefe Cautions’ Certainly, to 
guard againft any Meafures which might by a Party be taken 
to overturn our excellent Contflitution, to indanger our L}- 
berties, or to put the Minds of the People in a Ferment, by 
grievous Oppreffion. But what meaning had the Exci/e-Bill ? 
Doubtlefs fome will anfwer, it would have been produétive | 
of all thefe Ils. ‘The Queftion recurs ; how do they know 
that? Perhaps it will be replied, That the Thing is felf- 
evident ; that the Voice of the Nation proclaimed it; and 
that the whole Scheme was fo notorioufly wrong, that there 
was no bearing it.

NEW S. 
FIGREIGN AFFATIRS. 
FRANCE. 


HE French Army under the Command of the Duke of 
Bercorch, has actually pafled the Rdmme, and laid siege 

to Keo’, 2 very ftrong Fortrefs on the Eaft Side of the 
Reine, andexadtly oppofite to Strasburgh. The French were 
formeriy in Poflediion of this Place, but furrendered it to the 
Imperialiits by the Treaty of Refiwick. They re-took it in 
the Year 1703, and again furrendered it to the Impcrialifts 
by a fublequent Treaty. The French Army’s beginning 
the War upon the Empire with the Siege of this Place, 
looks as if they were determined to have a Commynication 
with Bavaria, and after this Step, we fhall not be furpri- 
zed to hear that they have joined the Forces of that Electo- 
rate. His moft Chriftian Majefty has now convinced the 
World, that he is thoroughly determined to’ fupport his Fa- 
ther-in-Law, and it muft be confefled that the French Mi- 
miitry have taken their Meafutes with great Prudence an 
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Refolution : It is now no longer a Secret, that there is a 
Treaty Offinfive and Defenfve between France, Spain, and 
Sardinia, tho’ the two laftof thefe Powers have very art- 
fully amufed the Court of Vienna for fome Time paft, with 
ftrong profefions of Gratitude for fome Favours which they 
have lately received fromit. The King of Sardinia has 
10.000 Horfe and 30,000 Foot all veteran Troops. He 
railed 10,000 Foot more laft Year, thefe Forces and the 
fituation of Piedmont thro’ which a French Army will pro- 
bably foon march into Italy, make him a very convenient 
Ally, for the Houfe of Bourbon at this Juncture. In fhort, 
we have Reafons to believe, that the Imperial Court is not 
a little furprized and embarafied, to find that the three 
Crowns.of France, Sparm, and Sardinia a&t in Concert with 
one another upon this Occafion. 


ToLLAND and the Tow-CounTRIESs.. 


VW E mentioned in our laft, that the. Treaty of Neutraa 
lity for the Auffrian Netherlands, conciuded between 
France and the States General, was conceived in fuch Terms, 
that, in cafe of a Rupture, either Side might eafily find a 
Wav to break thro’ it.

Th 
next Day the 30th, the Poles were prevailed upon by the 
Pope’s Nuncio, to defer the Attack, at leaft, for a Time; 
and in the Evening, a Capitulation was agreed on, by which 
the Saxons were allowed to march out of the Palace with all 
their Arms, and be convoved to the Frontiers of the King- 
dom. | 

The firft of Og. the Ruffians appeared on the oppofite 
Side of the Vi/?ula, and exchanged fome Cannon Shot with 
the Army.
